U.S. Expert Says Russ 
Using Photo Satellites 


ORLANDO, Fla, (AP) - The 
Soviet Union has orbited 46 sat­ 
ellites which probably were spy- 
in-the-sky spacecraft, 
accord­ 
ing to one of the Johnson admin­ 
istration's specialists on Soviet 
space activities. 
“Nobody has suggested any­ 
thing other than photo recon­ 
naissance" for a particular ser­ 
ies of unmanned Cosmos satel­ 
lites, said Dr. Charles S. Shel­ 
don II, senior member of the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Council’s professional staff. 
The council is the President’s 
top advisory group on U.S. 
space policies. 
The 46 satellites — launched 
since 1962, including five this 
year — “don’t fit any pattern" 
of scientific, navigational or 
communications-type satellites, 
Sheldon said. 
“They fly low — 100 to 200 
miles above the earth — and 
after eight days they disappear 
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from orbit," probably to be re­ 
covered so film inside can be 
removed, the space expert said. 
Sheldon, who came to Orlando 
to speak to local members of 
the American Institute of Aero­ 
nautics and Astronautics, said 
he doubts the Soviet Union in­ 
tends to place warheads in orbit 
as a threat to the United States, 
however, because it could not do 
so without being discovered. 
Concerning the race to the 
moon, Sheldon predicted the 
Soviets may soon launch a large 
unmanned space station and 
follow up with a smaller space­ 
ship with men inside to rendez­ 
vous with it. 
Sheldon said yesterday he 
believes the Soviets could hoist 
an orbiting laboratory weighing 
from 40,000 to 50,000 pounds into 
orbit, “and you could get a lot 
of people inside a space station 
that weighs 50.000 pounds."

Town-Federal 
New Chairman Named 
Beautification For Hub Congress Unit 


Plan Favored 


Carte Madera Park and Rec­ 
reation Commission last night 
approved a town beautification 
program to cost $160.000 over 
the next three fiscal years, with 
half of it coming from federal 
urban beautification grants. 


The plan, recommended by 
Town Mgr. Ronald L

Dixie School Board Balks 
At County Classroom Plea 


A “ proper’* city audit and open 
city 
council 
meetings 
were 
urged for Tiburon government 
by three council candidates, two 
of them incumbents, on Radio 
KTIM’s “Marin Sounding Board” 
today. 
The three are among eight 
candidates seeking three posts in 
the April 12 election. All but 
candidate Thomas E. Drohan 
spoke on the radio today. 
The three joining in criticism 
of auditing practice and closed 
meetings were incumbents Fred 
C. Hannahs and Mrs. Jacqueline 
A. Parnell and candidate Alfred 
J. Azevedo. 
They are running as a ticket, 
because, as Azevedo explained, 
it takes three to make policy, 
“ and we are in favor of an 
audit and open meetings.” 
Azevedo cited a closed budget 
meeting of the council last June, 
declared that the audit for the 
fiscal year ending last June 
was received by the city only 
yesterday. “ 10 months late.” and 
that there is no evidence of 
budget planning. 
Hannahs said the audit, by 
Dalton, Graupner and Barber of 
San Rafael, showed that police 
protection cost $4.000 more than 
an earlier list of disbursements 
showed and that road expendi­ 
tures went over by $3.000. 
In answer to a question, Han­ 
nahs explained he walked out of 
a closed council meeting last 
June when budgets, planning, 
and administration were being 
discussed. “ I do not think that 
was proper.” Hannahs said. 
Mrs. Parnell said she was part 
of the team because she sup­ 
ported the views of Azevedo 
and Hannahs. Of Hannahs she 
declared. “ A man's ethics are 
more important than his image.” 
The oilier incumbent. Anne L. 
Kllinwood, declared that it is 
easy to be critical, but that in­ 
corporation has been a success. 
‘ There has been a very efli- 
cient transition from county to 
city government,” she declared. 
She also said the transition has 
“ brought the responsibility for 
local government to the people.” 
Candidate William R. Bremer, 
an attorney, said an independent 


voice is required in city govern­ 
ment. He called planning a fun­ 
damental issue in the campaign, 
and declared he could “ not ac­ 
cept as Gospel” the argument 
that failure to develop the water- 
front would result in loss of rev­ 
enue. 
In response to a listener’s 
question, Bremer denied any 
connection with Tiburon Tide- 
lands Inc. 
Candidate Branwell D. Fan­ 
ning, an executive in a travel 
agency, said that Tiburon has 
many conflicts, but these can 
be resolved and turned to advan­ 
tage with proper leadership. He 
also emphasized the need for 
planning and said the city must 
be ready for the “ tourist bur­ 
den.” 
Candidate Hal R. Lever, owner 
of the Power Engineering Co., 
declared that Tiburon’s rural 
atmosphere should be retained 
as much as possible. He saw 
danger “ of becoming another 
Sausalito with its beatniks and 
homosexuals, or another Carmel, 
bleating for tourists and conven­ 
tions.”

But the bombshell came sev­ 
eral hours later at a news con­ 
ference. There the archbishop 
said that Pope Paul's recent eas­ 
ing of mixed marriage regula­ 
tions "does not satisfy the con­ 
sciences of Anglican Christians 
and other non-Roman Catholic 
Christians." 


After the special prayer serv­ 
ice. the joint declaration was 
read in Latin by Bishop Jan 
Willebrands. 
secretary of 
the 
Vatican’s Christian Unity Secre­ 
tariat, and in English by Dr. 
Ralph Dean, executive delegate 
of the Anglican Communion 
The declaration said the Pope 
and Dr. Ramsey "intend to in­ 
augurate between the 
Roman 


Catholic Church and the Angli­ 
can Communion a serious dia­ 
logue which may lead to that 
j unity in truth for which Christ 
prayed." 
It was greeted by applause 
from an audience ot 3.000 in the 
large basilica where Pope John 
XXIII announced in 1959 that he 
was calling the Vatican Ecu­ 
menical Council. 
The Pope and Dr. Ramsey 
had entered the crowded basili­ 
ca side by side and walked to­ 
gether down the center aisle.

Supreme Court Sounds 
Poll Tax Death Knell 


WASHINGTON (AP)-The Su­ 
preme Court voided Virginia’s 
poll tax today and used lan­ 
guage that amounts to a bar 
against any fee requirement or 
wealth qualification for the right 
"to vote. 
■ Justice John M. Harlan in a 
dissenting opinion treated the 
ruling as "the final demise of 
state poll taxes." 
The 6-3 decision was an­ 
nounced by Justice William 0. 
Douglas. 
In two other states —Alabama 
and Texas—federal courts have 
held the poll tax unconstitution­ 
al. The poll tax still is used in 
Mississippi and Vermont. 
Douglas 
declared 
that 
“a 
state violates the equal protec­ 
tion clause of the 14th Amend­ 
ment whenever it makes the af­ 
fluence of the voter or payment 
of any fee an electoral stand­ 
ard.’’ 
Justices Hugo L. Black and 
John M. Harlan wrote dissent­ 
ing opinions. Justice Potter Stew­ 
art joining in the Harlan opin­ 
ion. 
For the majority, Douglas de­ 
clared: 
“The principle that denies the 
state the right to dilute a citi­ 
zen's vote on account of his eco­ 
nomic status or other such fac­ 
tors, by analogy bars a system 
which exludes those unable to 
pay a fee to vote, or who fail 
to pay.” 
Douglas said the majority's 
conclusion "is founded not on 
what we think governmental pol­ 


icy should be, but on what the 
equal 
protection 
clause 
re­ 
quires.” 
The opinion said: 
"Wealth or fee paying has, in 
our view, no relation to voting 
qualifications; the right to vote 
is too precious, too fundamental 
to be so burdened or con­ 
ditioned.” 
Justice 
Harlan's 
dissenting 
opinion said the final demise of 
state poll taxes "is perhaps in 
itself not of great moment.” 


“But,” said Harlan, “the fact 
that the coup de grace has been 
administered by this court in­ 
steady of being left to the af­ 
fected states or to the federal 
political process should be a 
matter of continuing concern to 
all interested in attaining the 
proper role of this tribunal und­ 
er our scheme of government.” 


Negro Gains Credited 
To Communism Fear 


KINGSTON, R.I. (AP)-A Ne­ 
gro psychologist savs the fed­ 
eral government’s efforts on be­ 
half of Negro equality in the last 
10 years is partly in response 
to world communism. 


Dr. Kenneth B. Clark of the 
City University of New York 
said at the University of Rhode 
Island that the government's 
drive for racial equality was 
spurred partly by a fear that 
Negroes would be attracted to 
communism. 


U.S. Would Aid 
Russian Ship 
WASHINGTON (AP) - A So­ 
viet ship that has run out of 
money for supplies will be able 
to get funds from the United 
States, says the State Depart­ 
ment, but not until a request 
comes through proper channels. 


The ship, the Vityaz, pulled 
into Manila Bay needing $4,000 
to replenish its stores. It asked 
the American Consulate in Ma­ 
nila to supply the funds in the 
form of a guarantee to the Phil­ 
ippine Government.

Seeger reminded the directors 
that, in a recent joint annexa­ 
tion policy statement with the 
North Marin County Water Dis­ 
trict, they expressed willingness 
to provide sanitation service to 
areas not now receiving it. 
“Aren’t they just handing us 
a white elephant?” asked Di­ 
rector William C. Herup. “Why 
can't we just stay in the water 
business?” 


Director Robert G. Anderson 
said, “We’re certainly not look­ 
ing for any more work, but 
someone has to provide this 
service and we’re certainly the 
best equipped for it.” 
‘‘It will sure cost the taxpayers 
a lot less if we take it on rather 
than another batch of these 
small districts,” said Dr. Leo 
L. Stanley. 
One director suggested the 
county should combine all the 
small districts into one large 
one, 
and Seeger responded: 
“That’s what they want to do. 
We’re that large district.” 
Herup 
suggested 
that 
the 
name of the district may have 
to be changed someday to Marin 
Municipal Utilities District, or 
“Marin MUD.” 


Golf Course Must Put Up 
Water Payment Guarantee 


Even though golf courses are 
come of the biggest customers 
of Marin Municipal Water Dis­ 
trict, they are sometimes more 
trouble than they are worth, 
according to William R. Seeger, 
general manager of the district. 
Seeger told district directors 
yesterday that experience has 
shown him that new golf courses 
are not good credit risks. A case 
in point, he said, is the $6,500 
water bill owed the district by 
one former Marin County golf 
course owner. 


“I’ve just been burned too 
many times,” Seeger declared. 


All this was in preparation to 
a board demand that National 
Golf Courses, Inc., new opera­ 
tors of the San Geronimo Na­ 
tional Golf Course, make a de­ 
posit of $3.000, payment for a 
month’s supply of water, before 
the district agrees to furnish 
vater for the course. 


In addition, Seeger said, a 
clause in the contract will give 
him authority to shut off all 
water, without the district being 
liable for damages resulting, if 
any month’s bill is not paid 
within five days after it comes 
due. 


Seeger said he will try to get 
the same type of agreement with 
the new owners of Peacock Gap 
and any other new golf course 
owners who come to the county. 
The board also turned down 
• request for a reduced rate for 
the San Geronimo club, which 
asked the reduction because it 
is receiving untreated water. 


Other courses, such as the Mea­ 
dow Club, also receive untreated 
water and pay standard rates, 
directors said. 


The Marin Municipal Water 
District directors also: 
1. Agreed to purchase thetr 
annual supply of cast Iron pipe 
from United States Pipe and 
Foundry for $183,118. 
2. Called for bids on 100 tons 
of hydrated time, the district s 
annual supply. 
3. Agreed to supervise devel­ 
opment of a water system for 
the Seascape subdivision at Muir 
Beach for a fee of $5,000. 
4. Acknowledged 
receipt of 
suggested guidelines for devel­ 
opment of Mount Tamalpais 
from directors of the Marin Con­ 
servation League. Directors in­ 
formally said they agreed with 
the guidelines, which recom­ 
mend no commercial develop­ 
ment. but added they could not 
officially adopt them.

Two Marin mayors yesterday 
urged a closer iook at double 
taxation in the county, particu­ 
larly for police costs, and asked 
quick development of a county 
master plan. 
Mayors Robert D. Carrow of 
Novato and Michael Womum of 
Mill Valley, also had some ar­ 
rows to throw at the Marin 
County Local Agency Formation 
Commission. 
Asst. 
County 
Administrator 
John F. Barrows told what has 
been done in the city-county ser­ 
vice field, and explained some 
of the LAFC'S action. 
They spoke to the Leagues of 
Women Voters of Southern and 
central Marin at a “know your 
government” session at the Civ­ 
ic Center. 
Womum 
and 
Carrow 
a r e 
members of the City-County 
Services Committee. Barrows is 
staff advisor for that committee 
and executive officer of the Lo­ 
cal Agency Formation Commit­ 
tee. 
Wornum said the LAFC must t 
take stronger steps to encour­ 
age incorporation and annexa­ 
tions. He said one course of 
action in curing taxing inequi-1 
ties is to have urban areas be­ 
come part of cities, instead of 
demanding urban type services 
from the county. 
Womum criticized the recent 
action of the LAFC in turning j 
down an annexation to the City 
of San Rafael because it would 
take assessed value from spec­ 
ial districts. He claimed the 
commission should see that the 
assessed value of the special 
districts is reduced so the areas 
will join the cities. He was re­ 
ferring to the proposed Lucas 
Green annexation to San Rafael.

Barrows in his opening state­ 
ment said urban service areas 
should become part of cities, 
but there were objections, both 
because of the tax increase in­ 
volved and sometimes because 
of planning. 
He said residents outside San 
Rafael raise a great protest on 
annexation on the ground that 
they do not like San Rafael’s 
planning. Barrows said the tax 
structure can be adjusted to do 
away with some of the objec­ 
tions to annexation, but there 
is little the county can do about 
a city's planning policies. 
There were several questions 
on the advantages and disad­ 
vantages of special districts. 
Barrows said supervisors have 
asked the North Marin County 
Water District and Marin Muni­ 
cipal Water District to go into 
the sewer business as new areas 


develop. He said he is thinking 
of recommending that MMWD 
take over sewers of the City 
of Mill Valley and four adjoin­ 
ing sanitary districts as a solu­ 
tion to a jurisdictional problem. 
A sanitation district has been 
proposed to operate the treat­ 
ment plant and main lines for 
all the districts. This will soon 
be before the Local Agency 
Formation Commission. 
Wornum said that a county- 
wide general plan is needed to 
stop the see-saw situation. De­ 
velopers, he declared sometimes 
say they will annex to a city 
if they can get certain planning 
concessions. “Often they will

“There must be some guides.”

H 
ow can you show a blind child the intricate pat­ 
tern of a spider web? How can you explain to 
him the true size of an elephant? How do you teach 
him how an engine works—what a map is—what the 
teal of the United States looks like? 
Mrs. Elizabeth D. Freund has spent a lifetime 
thinking about these problems. Her family has boon 
associated with Philadelphia's Overbrook School for 
the Blind for 133 years. Six years ago she told a class 
of younger students at Overbrook a story about a 
mouse. It was a funny story and the children laughed 
at the rhymes and ¡ingles—but when asked how big 
they thought a mouse was, the children's hands indi­ 


cated sizes ranging from an inch to five feet. 
Mrs. Freund thought she had a solution. With the 
help of many organizations and people (including 
President Johnson, who sent a stuffed armadillo) 
she opened a Tactile Learning Center at Overbrook. 
It Is a "Touch-and-Learn" museum, full of objects 
which the children can handle and gain knowledge 
from. With displays of animals, engines, industries, 
boats, buildings, and many other things, the museum 
gives blind children experiences of things that other 
children can learn about by seeing them. 
Now, if you ask a child at Overbrook how big a 
mouse is, he knows—he has felt one.

Lawmakers Favor Elderly Homeowners' 


Tax Refund, Assessment Law Shakeups 


S A C R A M E N T O (A P I- 
Bipartisan support pushed a $21 
million property tax refund for 
elderly homeowners and a $44.7 
million pay raise for state em­ 
ployes a step nearer to passage 
today. 
Stepped-up activity in the As­ 
sembly 
yesterday 
also 
pro­ 
duced committee approval for a 
major revision of a property tax 
assessment system rocked by 
scandal. 
Quick votes in the Assembly 
Revenue and Taxation Commit­ 
tee cleared the tax refund and 
the assessment reform. 
If the tax break, supported by 
Gov. Brown, becomes law. some 
150.000 homeowning Californians 
65 or older, would get refunds 
from the state on part of their 
property taxes beginning July 1, 
1967. To be eligible, they’d have 
to have an annual income of 
loss than $3.350. 
The assessment reform was 
approved after a co-author. As­ 
semblyman John T. Knox, D- 
Richmond. 
had 
said 
earlier 
"this bill was triggered . . . by 
the somewhat shocking disclos­ 
ures of the last year.’* 
Charges that some assessors 
favored businesses in return for 
payoffs have resulted in the trial 
of assessors in San Francisco 
and Alameda counties. Asses­ 
sors of two other counties have 
been included in grand jury in­ 
dictments. 
One of the biggest reform 
measures before the legislature 
in years, the bill requires: 
Assessment in every county 
of 25 per cent of the fair market 
value of property, 
beginning 
July 1, 1971. Knox said this uni­ 
form ratio is “the keystone of 
any reform 
Audits at least once every 
three years of businesses with 
$25,000 in property. 
Independent appeals 
boards 
in all counties. l.os Angles is the 
only county with such a board 
now. 


Publication in newspapers of 
at least one-eighth of the prop­ 
erty tax rolls. It would be done 
on a rotating basis, so eventu­ 
ally the name of each taxpayer 
and his tax would appear in 
public print. 
Notification by postcard of 
boosts in the assessed value of 
property. 
Exempted was Los 
Angles County, where one-fifth 
of the property tax roll is pub­ 
lished. but postcards are not 
mailed. 
Approval of the 
two bills 
cheered the Brown administra­ 
tion. But the Democratic gover­ 
nor was handed a rebuff when 
the Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee, controlled by Democrats, 
didn’t follow his advice on the 
pay raise proposal. 
The committee voted to give 
an 11.2 per cent hike to state 
college faculty. It would cost 
$11.6 million, $4.7 million more 
than has been set aside in the 
budget. 
Both Roy Bell, assistant direc­ 
tor of finance, and A. Alan Post, 
legislative analyst, protested the 
action. 
But committee members lis­ 
tened to the advice of state col­ 
lege officials who said the mon­ 
ey was needed to aid in recruit­ 
ing more professors. 
The committee also approved 
these pay hikes: 
Civil servants and other state 
employes. $26 72 million; Uni­ 
versity of California academic 
personnel, $6.4 million. 
The raise for university pro­ 
fessors amounts to a 6.5 per 
cent package boost, including a 
2.5 per cent hike in the state’s 
contribution to tax-free annuities 
for the teachers. 
Brown had asked tor that 
package in a special message to 
the committee, saying “ in the 
long run. the quality of the peo­ 
ple who teach in our classrooms 
is more important than the qual­ 
ity of the rooms, themselves."
